Washington, January 2.—The sen- 
ate is going to consider ratification of 
the Kellogg treaty, pledging the na- 
tions of the world against war before 
starting work on the bill to increase 
the navy to 15 cruisers. 

An understanding giving the peace 
treaty priority was reached today by 
senators interested in the two prop- 
csitions which come before the sen- 
ate tomorrow on an equal footing. 

Assured of an abundance. of 
strength ‘for the treaty, Chairman 
Borah, of the foreign relations coni- 
mittee, laid his cards on the table to- 
day before Chairman Hale, of the 
naval committee, the sponsor of the 
navy bill. 

Understanding Reached. 

Senator Hale later announced he 
would speak tomorrow on the naval! 
bill when it automatically comes be- 
fore the senate, and Senator Borah. 
who is fathering the treaty, said he 
then would call up the pact and keep 
it constantly before the senate anid 
to that end the understanding was 
reached. 

Previously, senate leaders had been 
given to understand by opponents of 
the mavy bill that if the treaty were 
voted upon first no filibuster would 
be waged against the naval measure. 
Senator Curtis, of Kansas, the repub- 
lican leader, has been active in work- 
ing out the program for consideration 
of the two propositions.

Hearst through his newspapers today 
offered a prize of $25,000 for the best 
plan to repeal the eighteenth amend- 
ment and substitute ‘‘a-more liberal 
and. more American measure.” 

Mr. Hearst's offer was contained in 
a telegram to Edwin J. Clapp, pub- 
lished by his papers. Clapp, formerly 
with the Hearst papers, is now con- 
nected with Durant Motors. W. C. 
Durant recently offered a $25,000 
prize for the best plan-to enforce pro- 
hibition. The prize was won by Ma- 
jor Chester P. Mills. 

Mr. Hearst's telegram was in an- 
swer to one from Mr. Clapp request- 
ing the publisher’s views on “educa-.| 
tion vs. force in getting the eighteenth 
amendment obeyed” and als. asking

Opposed to System. 

At the same time he stated emphat- 
ically that the department is vigorous- 
ly opposed to the system of contribu- 
tions from federal patronage holders 
as disclosed and intends to do every- 
thing in its power to wipe it out. 

“Georgia is not the only state, how- 
ever, in which this system prevails,” 
he asserted. “In a report I submit- 
ted to the Brookhart committee sev- 
eval months ago I pointed out that 
the system prevails quite generally 
and has been practiced under republic- 
an and democratic administrations 
alike. Nevertheless, the department 
strongly condemns the system and will 
cooperate to the fullest in stamping it 
out.” 

Meantime Senator Walter F. 
George, of Georgia, who spensored the 
resolution authorizing the investiga- 


tion into southern patronage distribu- 


tion, announced today that he is draft- 
ing a bill to be presented soon seek- 
ing to make it more difficult for re- 
publican organization officials to col- 
lect funds from postmasters and oth- 
ers for alleged campaign purposes. 


George Explains Law. 


Returning to his office today after 
spending the Christmas holidays in 
his state, Senator George explained 
that the present law on the subject 
contains an injunction only against 
soliciting funds from federal em- 
ployees on federal property, together 
with a provision making it illegal to 
accept funds in payment for securing 
a federal office. While there is no 
way to prevent postmasters from mak- 
ing voluntary contributions to politi- 
eal organizations, the new measure he 
intends to offer will make it illegal 
to solicit contributions from federal 
officials under any circumstances. 

An effort was made to bave a meas- 
ure of this scope passed last session 
but failed. In the light of the Brook- 
hart report the Georgia senator be- 
lieves that approval will now be forth- 
coming. 

Postmaster General New revealed 
today that the report of the Brook- 
hart committee was largely based on 
information supplied by him. A short 
time back, he said, he sent out a ques- 
tionnaire to all postmasters in the 
four southern states of Georgia, Ten- 
nessee, South Carolina and Missis- 
sippi asking them to inform him on 
the extent and regularity of contribu- 
tions:to their state republican organi- 
zations. This information he forward- 
ed to the senatorial body as soon 
as it was compiled. Practically the 
same conditions disclosed in Georgia 
were found in the other southern 
states, he declared. Without having 
the exact figure before him the post- 
master general estimated that at least 
50 per cent of the postmasters had 
been contributing to state republican 
headquarters.

fix the price of gasoline by a ruling 


of the supreme court today, setting 
aside as invalid such a law in Ten- 
nessee, 
The court asserted that it had re- 
tedly declared that a state leg- 
lature was without constitutional 
power to fix prices at which commodi- 
ties may be sold, services rendered or 
property unless the business or 
property involved was “affected with 
a public interest.” Its opinion handed 
down by Justice Sutherland, to which 
Justice Holmes dissented, declared 
that gasoline is one of the ordinary 
commodities of trade, and that deal- 
ing in it, irrespective of its extent, 
does not ‘affect it with a public in- 
terest. 


Tennessee Law. 


The state of Tennessee had de- 
clared gasoline to be a public utility 
in view of its universal usage and 
indispensa bility, with the object of 
meeting the previous decisions of the 
supreme court regarding the fixing of 
commodity prices. 

The claim that the price-fixing law 
was warranted because the sale of 
asoline in Tennessee was monopolized 
y certain dealers was not sustained 
by the facts, the court stated. 

Pointing out that the statute had 

n drawn with a_ saving clause 
which previded it should not fall as 
a whole should any part be found un- 
constitutional, the court reached the 
conclusion that it was the purpose of 
the legislature in enacting the statue

The oil companies denied the un- 
fair practices, insisting that the real 
purpose of the legislation was not to 
benefit the ultimate consumer but to 
keep in ponteees middlemen who were 
being injured 4 the prodoting com- 
panies selling directly to filling sta- 
tions and other retail dealers. 
‘Question Before Court. 


Explaining ‘that the only question 
the court had to consider was the 
power of a legislature under the fed- 
eral constitution to authorize the state 
to fix the price of gasoline, the court 
asserted that a state had no right 
to impose on foreign corporations do- 
ing business within its borders con- 
ditions which require ‘the relinquish- 
ment of rights guaranteed by the fed- 
eral constitution. ¢ 

Reviewing various provisions of 
the price- -fixing law the court stated 
that it was shown conclusively that 
all were mere adjuncts of the price- 
fixing section and mere aids in its 
effective execution. When the price- 
fixing section fell, it was therefore 
necessary for the entire act to go 
down, because there was no reason for 
collecting data and doing other things 
provided in the law.

Set New Prevention Mark 


Albany, Ga., January 2.—()—Al- 
bany’s fire department, winner of 
three national trophies for fire pre- 
vention given by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce and the Na- 
tional Fire Waste council, broke all 
records in 1928 for fire prevention, it 


was shown in the annual report for 
Chief D. W. Brosnan, made public 
today. 

The city had fewer fires and less 
fire loss in 1928 than in any other 
year of its history, according to the 
report, which expressed the opinion 
that it was believed to have set a 


record for low fire losses that will 
stand for many years. 

During the year just ended Albany 
had only 91 fires, and the total net 
loss was $4,520, representing a per 
capita of 233-4 cents and a property 
loss of 16-100 of one per cent of the 
value of property involved, 

In 1924 Albany was awarded the 
grand trophy for cities of 20,000 or 
less, and in 1925 and 1926 the city 
won the grand award for all cities 
in the United States, irrespective of 
size. In 1927 Albany withdrew from 
the competition, although it bettered 
its former record that year.. Again in 


1928 the city did not compete.

New York, January 2.—Described 
by David Belasco as “without ques- 
tion Ferenc Molnar’s greatest con- 
tribution to the stage,” “Mima,” star- 
ring Lenorse Ulric, is proffered at the 
theater bearing the illustrous produc- 
ers name. No more spectacular or 
pretentious theatrical production has 
ever been so magnificently and cour- 
aceously chanced on the local stage by 
Mr. Belasco, nor by any of his copn- 
temporaries, but “Mima’’ for the 
greater part of the proceedings is an 
empty and uneventful entertainment.

A pair of child's gloves found in a 
stolen automobile parked pear a bridge 
crossing the canal could not be identi- 
fied by Mrs. Charles H. Nelson as 
those of her daughter, despite the fact 
that it was believed June’s kidnaper 
used the car in carrying the girl to 
the spot. The car was returned to its 
owner who had reported its theft Mon- 
day.night, a short time before the kid- 
naping. 

Four suspects, including an ax-con- 
vict who had served terms for attack- 
ing girls in this) vicinity, were grilled 
at police headquarters yesterday, but 
all were released when officers stated 
their conviction that the men knew 
nothing of the crime. 

Authorities expressed the belief that 
the slayer, who kidnaped the girl while 
she was returning from her father's 
confectionery store to her home less 
than a half block away, was known | 
by the vietim and that he killed her to 
escape detection. Absence of  foot- 
prints in snow along the benk of 
the canal led to the belief that the; 
slain girl bad been hurled from a car 
as it sped across the bridge.

One White Mah and Four 
Negro Men Receive Death . 
Sentence During ‘Year. 


Of 64 persons indicted for murder 
during 1928, 21 were convicted and 
received penalties ranging from death 
to senfences for involuntary man- 


slaughter, figures in the office of So- 
liciter-General John .A. Boykin show. 
One white man, Fred Fair, and four 
negro men, indicted during 1928, re- 
ceived the’ death sentence during the 
year, as compared with three white 
men and four negro men indicted and 
sentenced ta death during 1927. 
The 1928 figures show that 12 
white men, 47 negro men and five 
negro women, a total of 64, were in- 
dicted for murder, while at the end 


[gro men and two negro women, a to- 
tal of 26, were fugitives from justice, 
and five white men; one negro wom- 
an and two negro men were in Ful- 
ton tower at the close ‘of the year 
awaiting trial on murder charges. Dur- 
ing 1927 30 white men, 38 negro men, 
one white woman and nine negro woni- 
en, a total’ of 78, were indicted for 
murder. Of this number 12 were fugi- 
tives from justice while 18 faced trial 
at the end of the year. 

During 1928 two white men re- 
ceived life sentences, and two were 
found not guilty. Five negro men re- 
ceived life sentences, and eight re- 
ceived various sentences less than 
death or life imprisonment, while four

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Former Secretary Fall Held 
To Have Exceeded 
Authority. 


Washington, January 2.—(4)—The 
controversy over the ownership of an 
important section in the Elk Hills 
naval reserve in Kern county, Cali- 
fornia, was reopened today when the 
supreme court set aside an injunction 
which had restrained the secretary of 
the interior from inquiring into the 
title to the land held by the Standard 


Oil Company of California. 

The question at issue as explained, 
by the court involved whether the land 
was known to contain minerals at the 
time it was surveyed and claimed by 
the state of California as a part of its 
school lands. 


Inquiry Authorized. 


Congress, by a resolution, authorized 
an inquiry in 1024 into the question of 


tary of the interior, Dr. Hubert Work, 
attempted to proceed with the investi- 
gation, the Standard Oil company ob- 
tained from the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia an injunction re- 
straining him from doing so. This 
court held that Albert B. Fall, while 
secretary of the interior, had taken ac- 
tion that precluded the reopening of 
the question of title.

move the land from the jurisdiction of 
the department.”

$419,760 of Sum Expended 
for Paving In City Limits, 
Report Shows. 


A~ total of $2,252,725.18, of which 
$419,760.21 was devoted to work in 
the city of Atlanta, was expended by 
the public works department of Ful- 
ton county during 1928, according to 
the annual report of A. A. Clarke, su- 
perintendent, made’to the board of 
county commissioners on Wedneday. 

The largest single portion of the 
funds spent on public works during 
1928 was used for asphalt and pene- 
tration paving, a total of $820,673.64 
being expended in this item of the re- 
port. Conerete paving totaled $751.- 
904.97, while a total of $115,050,000 
was spent for building nine new 
bridges. 

Brick paving during the year cost 
$17.671.50. Repair of penetration 
roads cost $5,750, grading and widen- 
ing of roads cost $82,158, repair of 
dirt roads cost $3,725, while general 
road repairs totaled $209,200.12. Re- 
pairs to bridges amounted to $750. 

Other item of expense during the 
year were: Culverts, $1,275; catch 
basis, $4,402; headers set, $49,737.09 ; 
pipe laid, $39,702; machine shop, 
$22,365.20; equipment, $86,648.96; 
garage $43,987; farm, $5,847.45; 
mills, $3,775.84; supplies on hand, 
$32,325 and miscellaneous. . $23,325.

MISS IRMA VON NUNES. 


Decatur, Ga., January 2.—(Spe- 
cial.) —This city can boast of having 
the youngest woman lawyer in Amer- 
ica. and the first and youngest woman 
who ever pleaded a case in the Geor- 
gia supreme court. 

The distinction belongs to Miss Irma 
von Nunes, 19 years old, who resides 
here with her parents and practices 
law in her father’s offices in Atlanta 
in the Healey building. 

Miss von Nunes has never attended 
a law school or a college. She grad- 
uated from high school, going to the 
Girls’ school in Atlanta for a time and 
then graduating from a high school in 
South Carolina, 

Immediately after graduation, her 
father, Tillou von Nunes, took her into 
his law office and tutored her. When 
18 years old she had completed her 
law studies and had made application 
for examination before the Georgia 
bar. This was in June, 1928. She 
passed the tests and in July, when she 
reached the age of 19, she was ad- 
mitted to the bar. 


Practically all of the states of Amer 


ica require that persons being ad- 
mitted to the bar shall have passed 
their twenty-first birthday. A few of 
the states, however, have the age lim- 
it set at 19. Georgia is one of these 
states, 

The first case that Miss von Nunes 


handled was a divorce suit and she 
won it. 

In appearing before the Georgia su- 
preme court, she was the first and 
only woman and the youngest person. 
The case was a damage suit and it is 
still pending. 

Miss von Nunes finds divorce cases 
most interesting. She believes that 
people are too hasty in marrying and 
that they regret it soon afterward. 

She was not a bit nervous when 
she pleaded her first case, she says. 
Miss von Nunes is not much over five 
feet tall and to look at her, one would 
gain the impression she was a “school- 
gir).” Her-business-like attitude, how- 
ever, has won her admiration and re- 
spect from court attendants and of- 
ficials.

New York, January 2.—(4)—Foot- 
ball records become a trifle hazy with 
the years. There is no counter part of 
the *“little red book” of baseball to 
check on past performances of the 
gridiron, but it has been at least one 
or two pale blue moons since any- 
thing so startling has occurred as Roy 
Riegels’ now-famous run toward his 
own goal line at Pasadena. 

“Such things have happened before, 
but not as a deciding factor in so big 
a game.” That about sums up the 
impression of football men here-abouts 
here today to whom the question of 
precedent for Riegels’ dash was put. 

Case of Mr. Dowd. 


There has long been the famous case 
of “Snooks” Dowd, one-time major 
league ball player, who ran nearly 200 
yards for a touchdown—some 70 yards 
to his own goal and then, upon dis- 
covery of his error, over 100 yards 
the right way for a score, including 
the distance across field. But Riegels 
had no such lack. 

“[T never have heard of a player 
making so Jong a run in the wrong 
direction,” said Edward K. Hall, 
chairman of the football rules commit- 
tee, “but I have seen players start 
the wrong way a number of times 
after emerging from a mixup with a 
fumbled ball. 

“It was very easy, as I read the 
play, for Riegels to go wrong. He 
was not accustomed to ball-carrying 
and he probably came out of ‘the mix- 
up head down, bent simply on mov- 
ing away. In being spun around he 
just lost his sense of direction, as he 
says.” 

Thorp’s Explanation. 

“Tnstances of players getting start- 
el the wrong way have been numer- 
ous, but they seldom get very far with- 
out discovering their mistake or be- 
ing checked,” said Ed Thorp, famous 
referee. “The yells of teammates or 
the crowd usually will wake a fellow 
up before he has done much damage, 
but I can understand readily how 1t 
happened to Riegels. It is very easy 
to lose a sense of direction after be- 
ing spun around in a mass of players 
and it must be remembered that Cali- 
fornia had just changed goals. 

“Anyone trying to get his bearings 
in a New York subway rush can ap- 
preciate what I mean. 

“The most famous incident of this 
sort I can recall happened in a bas- 
ketball game some years ago between 
City college and Cornell. A City col- 
lege substitute. becoming rattled 
as he got the ball, shot it through his 
own basket. giving Cornell two points 
that turned out to be the deciding 
margin.” 

Other sports have their equivalents. 
Golfers occasionally knock their op- 
ponent’s ball into the cup, and in polo, 
where the goal changes after every 
score, players sometimes become con- 
fused. Stealing second with the bases 
full is one of baseball's prize stunts 
and eatching a “crab” is the bane of 
all oarsmen.

residents of south Georgia. 

There are other records established 
at Dover Hall which the members of 
that hunting colony feared might be 
tied or beaten during the hunting 
tour of the president at Sapelo island. 
For instance, when Mr. Big Bill 
Thompson, the mayor of Chicago, was 
visiting Dover Hall in confpany with 
Mr. Sport Herrmann, of the same 
city, Mr. Thompson shot two piney 
woods cows, mistaking them for deer. 
As proof, the mounted heads now 
hang over the fireplace in Stag House 
at Doyer Hall. Under them is the 
legend, “Shot by Big Bill Thompson.” 

But*Mr. Thompson was pardoned. 
It is the law of Dover Hall, as it is 
with all shooting clubs, with the ap- 
parent exception of Sapelo island, that 
one must net shoot at does. Before 
he was turned loose with a shotgun 
and a shooting vest stuffed with 
buckshot Mr. Thompson was told “Do 
not shoot at anything unless it has 
horns on it.” The cows bagged by 
Mr. Thompson had horns, so that ab- 
solved Mr. Thompson. 

There is a fine point in hunting 
ethics involved at Sapelo island. Ac- 
cording to the reports, the president 
did shoot at two does, though he miss- 
ed both. If it is shown that he shot 
at the said does with intent t6 kill, 
this act might tend to get him in 
bad with the hunters who would not 
shoot does even if the law allowed. 

It seems that the president’s party 
was out to kill deer, with or without 
horns, for the report is that the pres- 
ident’s aide did kill one deer—a doe. 
Commenting on this subject, Mr. Wil- 
bert Robinson once said: “I have 
been involved in many things in the 
course of my life which have brought 
disgrace upon myself and my family 
—jincluding the management of the 
Brooklyn baseball club—but I can say 
this, that I never even shot at a doe 
in my life” 

Some hunters fee] very keenly on 
this subject: I once knew a man who 
shot a cow moose in Canada, but he 
pleaded that he was very hungry and 
that the bacon was rancid. On hear- 
ing this the guides moved their camp 
a few hundred yards back into the 
woods, but the man was so penitent 
and suffered such great mental an- 
guish when he realized the enormity 
of his offense that some of us agreed 
to talk to him again after a lapse of 
a few days, though we never could feel 
the same toward him. 

Fishing With Worms. : 

As I recall it, there was some in- 
dignation expressed by piscatorial par- 
ties because it was reported that the 
president used worms to catch trout 
while he was in the west. I sup- 
pose there are persons who would 
catch trout with worms and be utter- 
ly ignorant of the enormity of the 
offense. :

There are varieties of sport of a 
sort in that south Georgia county 
where Sapelo island and Dover Hall 
are Jocated. One of the most unique 
is woodtick hunting, some of the hunt- 
ers indulging in this game involun- 
tarily. . 

One of the biggest woodtick hunts 
in the south was indulged in by Mr. 
Wilbert Robinson and Colonel ‘Tilling- 
hast l'Hommedieu Huston. They spent 
the entire day in the Big Buffalo 
swamp and it was nightfall before 
they returned to count their bag of 
woodticks, 

Of course, the capacity of the wood- 
tick hunter for the bagging of his 
game depends upon his natural surface 
area. Both Mr. Robinson and Colonel 
Huston are quite ample of area, Im- 
mediately after the hunt they repaired 
to the marble bathroom in Stag House 
at Dover Hall. Four colored attendants 
were called in to extract the wood- 
ticks from them and referees were 4as- 
signed to take the count. Judge Butts, 
of Brunswick, Ga., stood by ready to 
furnish the affidavits. 

The count was finished about 2 
o'clock in the morning. It was an- 
nounced that Wilbert Robinson had 
won the hunt by 2,727 woodticks as 
against 2.342 accumulated by Colonel 
Huston. The conclusion of the wood- 


tick hunt was celebrated by a hunt. 


breakfast at Stag House, at which 
the colonel toasted the victor. I be- 
lieve that Mr. Robinson's record for 
woodticks still stands.

. Goes Over Pass. 

Rickard decided to go over the Ciga- 
mook Pass. His appendix made no 
protest.

It took hours to make the upward 
journey, but in coming back they slid 
down in a few minutes. When they 
had provisions enough at the top, they 
lashed them on Indian sleds seven feet 
long and about three feet wide and 
headed them down the other side of 
the pass.

Reach New York. 
And at last they reached New York. 
a little older and a little more con- 
servative, but still living together in 
perfect amity. In New York they built 
Madison Square Garden and -made 
boxing not only respectable but fash- 
ionable, and even made six-day bicycle 
races safe for watches and for over- 
coats, \ 
Next they bought yachts and bun- 
calows and prepared to take things a 
little easier and settled] down together 
to a comfortable old age.

After Defeat 


Coast Writers Blame Reigels’ 
Boner for Loss in Rose 
Bowl Game.

San Diego, Calif., January 2. 
After following Georgia Tech's Golden 
Tornado at Tia Juana, Mexico, for 
afternoon, this football analysis 
may be flavored somewhat with Mex- 
ican atmosphere But after reading the 
stories in coast papers this morning it 
is impossible to let the day go by 
without saying something in defense 
of the Jackets, 


“Defense” is the chosen word be- 
cause it is the correct word in this 
case. Up and down the coast from 
Portland to San Diego experts have 
sung the same refrain after the game 
that was won by the Tornado from 
the Golden Bears. 


They choose to look back on that 
historic conflict with a superficial 
eye and they choose to say, “If Rie- 
gels had not run the wrong way in 
the second quarter, California would 
have won the game by one point.” If 
they choose to enter a campaign of 
“iffing’ we can play the same game. 
If that safety had not been scored 
by the Jackets in the second period 
what would have been done, here's 
the answer: ‘Tech would have con- 
tinued the line of attack that brought 
it oue touchdown and several long 
gains before the touchdown was made. 
California’s two great ends proved to 
be “fish” for the Jacket secondary 
from the first whistle until Bob Du- 
rant, calling signals for the Tornado, 
chose to leave them alone. If the 
safety had not been scored Bob 
would have been forced to send his 
halves around the Bear ends longer 
than he did. 

With eight points on his side, how- 
ever, and but a few minutes more 
to play he would have been foolish to 
risk the danger of a fumbled ball in 
order to gain ground inside and out- 
side the California flankmen. Send- 
ing his men through the line elimi- 
nated at least part of thé danger of 
fumbling and that had proved a se- 
rious menace in the rest of the game. 
To say that Tech might have scored 
again in that game is taking a lot 
for granted but when the coast writ- 
ers say that California should have 
won the game by one point is to open 
the door for argument. The fact still 
remains that California’s two big ends 


wandered pretty. much all over_the| were playing too close to the line and 
north, prospecting and mining. They|Tech had made one touchdown in two 


plays from the 45-yard line and there 
is no reason to believe that they 
could not have scored another if they 
had followed the same course.

Chicago, January 2.—(#)—Price 
upturns in the wheat market today 
resulted largely from trading maneu- 
vers based on wintry weather. Wheat 
future deliveries were bought as a re- 
sult of possible damage to domestic 
winter wheat now in the ground, 
whereas corn was sold owing to bet- 
ter conditions for movement of the 
corn crop. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
nervour at the same as Monday's fin- 
ish to 1-4e higher. Corn finished 3-Se 
to 3-4¢ down, oats varrying from a 
shade decline to 1-8 advance, and pro- 
Visions unchanged to a rise of 30c. 

“Spread” transactions between 
wheat and corn were an outstanding 
feature of today’s grain trade, a fa- 
vorable procedure being to make pur- 
chases of wheat simultaneous with 
sales of corresponding quantities of 
corn. This character of trading de- 
veloped after an opening dip that 
wheat values here underwent respon- 
sive to unlooked for setbacks of wheat 
quotations at Liverpool. Chicago 
wheat speculators, however, soon 
gave increasing attention to advices 


that winter wheat fields throughout* 


west and northwest Kansas and also 
in Nebraska had very little snow pro- 
tection by which to. withstand any 
severe low temperature. 

Forecasts that colder weather 
would prevail tomorrow in parts of 
the west where wheat is minus a 
snow blanket gave subseqnent addi, 
tional impetus to the buying side of 
the wheat market. On the otber 
hand, traders opposed to an advance 
in wheat values were active in point- 
ing out that despite. winter-killing 
last season having heen the heavi- 
est ever known, 1928 ended = with 
wheat at the year's lowest prices. Un- 
der such circumstances, wheat failed 
to hold the best prices of the day. 

Althongh corn was easier on ac- 
count of cold weather and because 
of apread trading between corn and 
wheat, the corn market nevertheless 
showed at times stubborn resistance 
to price declines. A bullish influence 
was the fact that rural offerings of 
corn were emall, and were mainly 
above buyer's views. Moreover, cn- 
bies indicated that European conti- 
nental demand for United States 
corn would be in evidence again be- 
fore long. Sales of corn here today 
included 20.000 bushels to exporters. 
Oats trading was light, but as a rule 
the market was firm. 

Provisions tended upward owing to 
seattered buying which developed in 
the face of the fact that in some 
cnses hogs were 20c lower.

The ticker again 
gave up vrinting the volume of all 
save the largest sales, but nevertheless 
ran for 34 minutes after the close of 
the market. 

Buying was stimulated by anticipa- 
tion of heavy reinvestment demand 
during the next. few sessions as resuit 
of the billion dollar year-end interest 
and dividend payments; a drop in the 
call money rate to 10 per cent for the 
first time since last Thursday, and a 
series of favorable developments in the 
day’s business news. 

Call Money 12 Per Cent. 

Call money again renewed at 12 
per cent but dropped to 10 as funds 
were made available by the return to 
the banks of the January 1 interest 
and dividend checks. Time money re- 
mained at 73-4.per cent for 60 to 90 
days’ loans, however, but traders were 
inclined to ignore this rather unprom- 
ising condition. Ccmmission houses 
reported that the publie was again in 
the market on a large scale, with 
heavy buying coming from the west. 

Street trade reviews were unusually 
cheerful, reporting that operations 
were holding at S5 per cent of ca- 
pacity, with indications of consider- 
able speeding up during the month. 
The official price of domestic copper 


was advanced to 163-4 cents per 
pound and it was reported that none 
was available under 17 cents. 
Directors of Kennecott Copper and 
American International proposed two-

New York, January 2.—(#)—A 
slight opening advance was followed 
hy declines in the cotton market here 
today under selling attributed chiefly 
to liquidation of old long accounts 
which had been carried over into the 
new year in anticipation of an imme- 
diate improvement in demand. March 
contracts sold off from 20.27 to 19.77 
and closed at 19.78, with the general 
market closing barely steady at net 
declines of 40 to 47 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 3 to 10 points on a little 
flurry of buying promoted by rela- 
tively steady Liverpool cables, opti- 
mistie annual reviews of the cotton 
goods situation, and expectations of 
an increased trade demand after the 
passing of the holiday season. Some 
trade buying was reported on this 
early bulge, but after selling up _ to 
©).°8 for January and 20.25 for May 
at the start, prices eased under south- 
ern selling and realizing. The vol- 
ume of the latter seemed to Increase 
and some stop orders were uncovered, 
as prices worked downward, with the 
market reaching the lowest levels of 
the day in the late trading. January 
sold off to 10.71 and May to 19.75 
making net declines of 33 to 47 points 
and the market closed at about the 


' Jowest. 


Trading in the new contract per- 
mitting deliveries in five of the south- 
ern spot markets as well as of cotton 
at New York in satisfaction of New 
York contracts began at the opening, 
commencing with delivers for October 
and later month.
